I'nurdeberg Drift, Orange Free State, 
Tiu'Kilay, Feb. 20.— Gen. Cronje's raag- 
nilieent night uinrch from .Magersfontein 
now appears to end in disaster. The 
main body of the Boers is enclosed in a 
terrible death trap. The enemy are hid- 
ing in the bed of the Modder, coui- 
inaudod by the British artillery and en- 
closed on the east and west by the Brit- 
ish infantry. 

.Sunday witnessed a gallant stand on 
the part, of the retreating foe. Tired 
and harassed, they still maintained u 
bold front. 

It is somewhat diiDcult to explain the 
Sunday action in which all the British 
force was ongnged nnd in which Gen. 
Cronje, under dilllcnlt conditions, man- 
aged to hold his own. Ou Saturday 
night the British mounted infantry came 
into touch' with Cronje's rear guard, 
driving them back upon the main body. 
Ou Sunday morning the action was re- 
newed, but the Boers, who had en- 
trenched the river bed during the night, 
prevented a further advance of the 
mounted infantry in this direction. 

Meanwhile the Highland Brigade, 
consisting of the Senforths, the Black 
Wiitcb nnd the Argyles, advanced from 
the south bank, and the Esses, Welsh 
and Yorkshires formed a long line on 
the left, which rested on the river, the 
extreme right being the Welsh. The 
whole liiii' was ordered to envelope the 
Boors, who lined both banks of the 
rivor. 

The firing soon bt'cauie heavy. The 
Boers, holding a splendid position, cov- 
ered the left of the Highland Brigade, 
which advanced partly np the river bod 
and partly in the open, while the rest 
of the brigade with the other regiments 
swung round the front of the Highland 
Brigade on the level, coverlesa ground, 
exposed to a terrible lire, which obliged 
the men to lie upon the ground, as they 
did for the remainder of the day. 

This began at 7^10 in the morning. 
Through the dreadful heat 'and terrible 
thunderstorm our men hung to the posi- 
tion, answering the fire and shooting 
steadily. 

In the meantime the rest of the in- 
fantry completed the enveloping move- 
ment, the Welsh Regiment having suc- 
ceeded in seizing the Drift, thus closing 
in the Boers, who fought tliroughout 
with splendid courage. 

Ceil. Cronje's Ini.ger, full of carts, 
aniniunition and stores, could be plainly 
sivii near the north bank. 

(Jen. Smith Derreln collected a largo 
body of men, including the Canadians, 
and crossed the river by Paard(."borg 
Drift, advancing toward the laager, 
which was being vigorously shelled. 
This force made a gallant attempt to 
charge into the laager, but failed. 

Before seizing the western drifts the 
Boers occupied a kopje on the south 
bank, running down the river. Tkere- 
fore the force is cut in two. The Boers 
hold the kopje and have one Vicker- 
Masim and probably one or two other 
guns. 

Towards evening the battery on the 
south side opened, co-operating with the 
battery on the north side. A wonderful 
sight followed. The .sliells fell with 
amaxiug precision along the river bed, 
opposite the laager, which was shelled 
thoroughly, danniging everything it con- 
tained. One shell set on fire a small 
ammunition wagon, which burned nearly 
all day. Many other wagons were set 
on fire, and the great glare was visible 
at a considerable distance far into the 
night. 

The infantry also maintained a terrible 
fire, which was answered vigorously. 
The scene toward nightfall was terribly 
picturesque, with the blazing wagons, 
the roaring artillery, and the crackling 
rifle fire^ •" " 

AN AUMISTICB REFUSED. 

Capetown; Thursday Morning, Feb. 
22.— In reply to Gen. Cronje's request 
for an armistice of twenty-four hours to 
allow liim to bury his dead. Lord Kit- 
eheiier told the Boei5,co.jnmander that he 
must light to a;.fi.nlSU;;''or .sorrender un- 
conditionally. ■V'v'W-^'tt.^; V; • ' :

London, Feb. 2:!.— The Capetown cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph .says:

Loid Kitchener refused, but 
gave bi.ai half nn hour to consider 
whether ho would surrender or (ighi to 



a finish. The Boers having said that 
their intention had been misunderstood 
nnd that they would fight to the bitter 
end, battle was resumed. 

THOUGHT OF SURRENDER. 

Lundon, Feb. 3.— The Daily News has 
the following desp.itcli from Modder 
Itiver, dated Wednesday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 21: "The Boer forces under 
Gen. Cronje are estimated at SiOOO.men. 
At 12 o'clock he asked ati armistice of 
twelve hours, which was refused. 
Later he sent a messenger to say that 
he would surrender. 

" The British General sent a reply 
telling him to come' into camp. Oronjc 
refused, saying tliere had be?n a mis- 
understanding, and that he would fight 
to the bitter death. 

" The bombardment was ^ then re- 
opened, and our lyddite shells "reached 
the Boer wagons. We continued shell- 
ing the laager through the night, and in 
the morning resumed with Mnxims and 
rifles, principally from the north side. 
A NECKSSAIIY SACUIFICE. 

" On Sunday there was much waste of 
life in attacking, and the same resyit 
will be achieved without it. The Cana- 
dians made a gallant charge of bravery 
at the laager, but were driven back 
with loss. Gen. ilacdonald and Gen. 
Knox are slightly wounded. 

IJESrATCII-BEAHEKS TAKEN. 

" During Monday night seven Boers 
made an attempt to break through our 
lines, but they were captured and their 
h'nder was kilted. Four were carrying 
letters. It is believed that one more 
got through. 

"Other prisoners say that Gen. Cronje 
marched from Magersfontein here with- 
out out-spanning a distance of 33 niiles. 
Had he succeeded in escaping it would 
have been one of the finest perforin- 
iinces in tlie annals of warfare." 
CLOSING THE TRAP. 

The Times has the following from 
Paardebcrg, dated February 21: "We 
have expelled 500 Boors from an isolated 
kopje about a mile southeast of Gen. 
(Cronje's laager." 

ROBERTS' PLAN OUTLINED. 

Loudon, Feb. 22. — The war ofllce has 
re(.'eivod from Lord Roberts the follow- 
ing message, which was delayed in trans- 
mission, dated I'aardeberg, Wednesday, 
21sl: 

" 'i'esterday afternoon I was satisfied 
by a careful reconnaissance in force of 
the enemy's position that I could not 
assault it without heavy loss, which I 
was most anxious to avoid. 

"Accordingly I decided to bombard 
him with artillery and turn my atten- 
tion to the enemy's reinforcements. 

" The result was most satisfactory. 
The Boers were driven off in all direc- 
tions, losing a good many killed and 
wounded and "lO jirisoiiers, who say 
they arrived from Ludysmith two days 
ago by railroad. They also say it was 
our artillery fire which caused them to 
abandon the kopjes they were occupy- 
ing. 

" Our loss was two officers, Capt. 
Campbell of the 90th Lancers, and 
Lieut. Houston of the artillery, and four 
men, all slightly wounded." 

RISK IN DELAY. 

London, Feb. 23.— The Times naid edi- 
torially: "The fact that the .Boers started 
to reinforce Gen. Cronje from Natal some 
days ago, is an additional reason why 
Lord Roberts should finish -with him as 
promptly as. possible. Small bodies of 
BoereV^suclii' as have already been i.roken 
up, arJL 'hot .formidable, but a largo body 



with guna and supplies, would call for 
serious treatment, in which no doubt 
Gen. French would find congenial work, 

"liord l{ohert.s at present has the ad- 
vantage of being nearer his bases tbau 
the Boers are to theirs, hut that- advant- 
age wlll be reduced in proportion to Ills' 
eastward progrces, and Jt is ImpoBtant 
that bodies of the enemy should not.hovec 
on his right flank. 

SURRENDER THE PllOSl'KGT. 
London, Feb. 23.— Mr, Spencer Wilkin- 
sbn, reviewing, the situation in the Jlorn- 
ing Post says: "Lord Roberts, who was 
once an artillery olHcer, will take care 
that the artillery fire is properly concen- 
trated. 

'The bMt cbanei! for Gon. Cronje 
would-be to make a night attack, but the 
bayonet will serve the British at night as 
Well as day. There are of course, in war, 
all sorts of chances. A party of Boers 
from the north or south might cou(!eive- 
ably fall by surprise on some point of the 
investing ring,' '.and -tbua gain a ehanze to 
escape for ''the Boers,' 'but tlie' probabili- 
ties is that Gen. Crouje will be compel- 
led to surrender and that thus at Paarde- 
bcrg will be effected by the destruction 
of the first fraction of- the Boer army." 



A FIRE-BATING GENERAL. . C 

Demands Address of iFrericiii Senator 
Who . Presumed to ' Question ' 
■ • His Attitude. 

Paris, Feb. 21.— There was n lively 
scene at to-day's se.ssiou of the senate, 
sitting as a high court, in the trial of 
Deputy Marcel-Habcrt, charged with 
inciting soldiers ' to insubordination at 
the time of the funeral of President 
Faure. During the testimony Gen. 
■7ac:niey, who eulogized JI. Jlarcel- 
Ilabert's frank character nnd answered 
for him as a good republican. Senator 
Lecompte interrupted and asked if it 
was not true that Gen. Jncquoy had 
uttered threats against the court-martial 
judges. The prosiuent of the senate, 
M. Falliercs, refused to put the question, 
and Senator Lecompte, amid violent pro- 
tests from the Rightists, ' insisted upon 
the question being put, declaring it 
would enable them to decide the value- 
of (Jen. .lacquey's evidence. 

(Jen. .Tacquey wished to speak, but the 
president refused to permit him to do so; 
whereupon, turning to Senator Lecompte, 
Gen. .lacquey exclaimed: "I will at- 
tend to you, nevertheless." 

Senator I.rf>conipte appealed to the 
president, saying: "The witness 5a 
threatening mo." 

'J"he lu-esident fold Gon. .Tacquev lo 
witliilraw. As the General did so he 
turned to Deputy Provost DeLauney 
and said significantly: "Give me M. 
Lecoinpte'H address." The outcome is 
expected to be a duel.

THE SLOCAN TROUBLE. 

Only the Richer Mines Starting U|i at 
the Compromise Advance— Dark 
Outlook for Trade. 



Sandon, Feb. 19.— (Special.)— The be- 
lief is gradually gaining ground that the 
so-called settlement of the labor troubles 
is only a temporary expedient to enable 
two or three of the richer mincfi to start 
work and that there is no iutentioii of 
keeping to the $3.25 rate, but that at the 
earliest opportunity the wages will be 
dropped to .^.".OO, at which rate all the 
larger mines in the Nelson District, the 
Ymir, Athabasca, Granite, etc., have 
•been and are still working. Many of the 
managers claim that even at tlie comiiro- 
mise rate of iii^i.li.") their prolils will lie 
very serioii.sly reduced. This aiiplies 
more partic:ularly to the liiine? working 
in (.■<jnccntrating ore, where large tonnage 
has to be mined in proportion to amount 
filiipped. If Ihe wages cannot be reduced 
to $o.0Q it is also claimed tliat it will 
«erioiisly iiitci'fere with the opening up 
of many of the mines in the Duncan 
river and Wilson creek districtti, the ore 
from several of which is low in silver, 
though the ore bodies arc comparatively 
large. 

It will be renieinbered tliat at the at- 
tem|ite<l conference between tlie business 
men and the managers' committee, the 
•latter distinctly refu.scd to give any 
guarantee at^ to the permanency of Hie 
$^.'2i) scale, but held themselves at liber- 
ty to change the rate at any time they 
thought the circumstances warranted it.

Graceful Acknowledament of 
the Resolution Passed at 
Citizens' Meeting. 



LOCAL NEWS. 



Oh the evening of Junuury 17 last In tin; 
Victoria theatre, on tbe occaslou of the 
pntrlotlu meeting called to endorse the ac- 
tion of the leglslutnro in ofTerln;,' to si.'iiil 
11 moiiiileii coutlnt;oiit fur service In South 
Africa, a resolution was passcil esiircssliii? 
ttie satlHfactlon of tlio incetltiK at ttio ac- 
tion of rx)ril Strathcona In 0(inl|)i)liit,' at 
Ills own expense a coiuiiaijy of four hun- 
dred mounted men. A copy of the resolu- 
tion wa.s forwarded to Lord Htralhcona In 
London, and yesterday His Worship Mayor 
liny ward received from that nobleman a 
w:nrm letter of thanks for the same. 

The resolution which was moved by Lt.- 
Col. Prior, M.P., and seconded by Mr. C. 
H. Liigrin, was as follows: 

"Resolved, that the citizens of Victoria 
hare learned with unbounded satisfaction 
of the mnnlUccnt offer of Lord Stratlieomi 
to equip and convey ,to South Africa at his 
own expense a corps of four hundred 
mounted men, and hereby place on record 
their recognition of his noble patriotism, 
the crowning act of his princely generosity, 
relleotlng honor upon every one of his fel- 
low Canadians. That we express our great 
lileasuro that Urltlsh Colunihl'i Is to he al- 
lowed to testify her loyalty by cunlrlbiit- 
lug her sons to this corps. That this reso- 
lution be cominuulcated to Lord .Strath- 
cona." 

Lord Strathcona In his acknowledgment 
of the receipt of the resolution, refers to 
the "generous personal references ty my- 
self." Both the mover and seconder of the 
resolution In their speeches supporting It 
on the occasion alluded to, made pleasing 
references to Lord Strathcono's practical 
patriotism; and it Is these remarks no 
doubt to which his lordship particularly 
refers In hla letter to Mayor Hayward, 
copies of tbe Colonist containing a report 
of the meeting baving been forwarded to 
blm. 

Col.' Prior told of how through his un- 
bounded faith in Canada, Lord Strathcona 
had worked his way from an employee of 
the Hudson's Bay Company to a several- 
times millionaire, and one of the greatest 
'jdillanthroplsts. Uls offer, he thought, was 
tbe most munificent one which had been 
luado by a private citizen since the out- 
break of the war; ami It had been left for 
a Canadian to make It. 

Mr. Lugrln referred to the offer of Lord 
Strathcona na the noblest In the history 
of the country and an act In accord with 
the true spirit of the baronage. In former 
times, he pointed out, tha barons sent out 
iiieir troops because forced to do so, but 
Lord Strathcona had made bts offer of his 
own free will. 

The letter to Mayor Hayward, which 
bears Lord Strathcona's algnature, is as 
follows:

7th February, 1000. 

Hear Sir: T have the honor to ncknowl- 
eilge the resolution which the citizens of 
Victoria have been good enough to pass. 
In reference to the little force which Is 
being orjjiinlziMj lu CdUa.'.lU oil my behalf 
for stlrVice In South Africa, 

I appreciate very much the kindness oi 
the citizens of Victoria In the matter, and 
I heir generous personal references to my- 
self, and I beg to offer through you my 
grateful ncltnowlcdgmcntB. 

The action of the people of Canada in the 
unfortunate crisis that has been forced 
upon us, hn.s attracted the admiration of 
their fellow-BubJects In Great Britain, and 
I am sanguine that the presence of the 
Canadian contingents In South Africa win 
do more than anything else that has hap 
pened In recent years to cement the boml 
between the different part of tlie ICmpire.

for there will be fireat ilillieully in e 
centrating thcni. The loss o£ nioralo will 
too even more disastrous than the loss of 
life and munitions of war. An army 
sncli as that of the Boorw, onco dispersed 
can hardly bo got tOKother asaiu. 

The rapidity nnd brilliancy of lioherts' 
movement makes Bullcr's movements 
appear somewhat slow, but he is (loins 
excellent and very substantial work. He 
is steadily advaneiiig to Ladysniith, and 
is capturing much of the enemy's tiup- 
plies, including ammunition. In a few 
days the Lndysmith garrison will be in 
a position to co-operate with him, and 
wo must wait until after, this has boon 
done before we ninko up our minds as to 
how formidable a factor Gen. .fouliert's 
foi'ce will be after be roaches tlie Traim- 
vual.

REDISTRIBUTION. 

The Colonist endeavors to discusn all 
Questions from the broad provincial 
etandpoint, I)Ut in tlui present article it 
Avishes to express what it believes to be 
Ihe view of the great m.ijority of the 
residents of Vancouver Island on thi! 
<;iiesti<iii of redit;| rilnition. Brielly. it is 
that while it is Quite reasonable to in- 
crease the representation of the Interior, 
no good ground can be shown why the 
membert^liip from the Island should be 
<-ut <lo\vn. If Hie meas\irc brought 
down by the govcrnnuMU did not aim to 
disturb the representation of the Island, 
wc do not believe there is a man in this 
(section of \]\>- province who wonlil ask 
for .-uiy clian^-e ia it. except that l.illooet 
should be allowed to continue as at pro- 
sent. Representation by population is a 
fad with some people, but it is not tin; 
only principle to be (alceii into account 
in the apporlionmeiit of memb(>rs of the 
legislature. In the early days of llie 
province representations wore given to 
constituencies with little more than ;i 
nominal (doctorate, the idea being that 
the diversified interests of the province 
vihouid have some one to speak for them 
ill Hie Ikjiho. This rule may lie very wi ll 
(ilKservvd now. Somelhing i« also due lo 
long established conditions. Both Lil- 
looet and Es(iuimnlt have had two ro- 
Iiresentatives over t;ince (.'oufederalion. 
The people li.ave grown accuslomed to 
such an arrangenu'iit, which might very 
well bo allowed to continue. There was 
,'1 demand in some p.nrts of the province 
I'or additional rei)resentation, but none for 
the reduction of memliership from any ex- 
isting constituencies. Vancouver Island 
had 12 out of 23 members hi the first 
parl'am(>nt. and in the fourth parliament 
I'J ( ut of il't. In the fifth parliann-nt V.i 
oul of 27 meinlieiH were oleefed by the 
Island; in the sixth parliaineni 1.") out of 
'.'ui; in the seventh itarliameul I I mil of 
o-l and in the presonl parliunieiit J l out 
of ."!S. It seema unfair to put the Island 
back v. here it was in point of representa- 
tion iiumorically in 1S72. In 18712 al- 
though ilio Island had barely a iiiajorily 
of the whole representation, it had very 
much the greater part of the wealth, 
bii.sinofis and population of the province. 
Give Kootenay the niomber.ship nKked 
for and thus bring the house up to 41, 
lonving tli(> Island with 1-1. and even then 
the libera If t5*:of the ■Mjiiaiand to.thfr Is-

.V rather extraordinary incident occur- 
red in the house yesterday. . Tlie oppo- 
sition were able to force the government 
to permit the business of the country to 
go-on. The result was that .several im- 
portant bills were given a first reading, 
among them .Mr. Prentiee's »)lll to repeal 
the eigbt-hoiir law. The orders of the 
day were then taken up and several bills 
were put through committee. This was 
a ve.'y distinct gain in a business point 
of view. But the most notable thing 
in this connection was the action of the 
government in permitting a number of 
resolutions, two of them being votes of 
want of conlideuce to stand ou the order 
paper. There is ;i resolution liy -Mr. 
Iliggins censuring and condemning the 
government. for its failure to bring down 
certain papers, and a direct vote of 
want of confidence by Mr. Turner based 
on the omission of the government, to 
cancel the voters' lists of Vancouver and 
Nanaimo simultaneously with the can- 
cellation of the ^'■ictorln and New Wesl- 
luinster lists. Early in the session the 
govermncnt iiisisleil that the invariable 
practice of this logislaluro and other 
legislatures should be followed and votes 
of want of confidence should take pre- 
cedence ot nil other business. This salu- 
tary rule ha.s been departed from, and 
the house is sitting day after day with 
resolutions of want of confidence hang 
ing over the heads of the government, 
resolutions which the government does 
not dare to illlow to be brought to vote. 
Xo other government in the British ICm- 
pire would tolerate SUCh a State of 
things. Xo other govomment would bo 
content to meet the bouse day after day 
afraid to challenge a vote of censure. 
We do not know, however, that much 
else is to be e.Mieclcd from II govern- 
ment which can only carry its lueatnres 
by the vote of a gentleman, whose right 
lo sit in the house is in dispute, av.d who 
is being sued day after day for a penalty 
fiu- illegally sitting and voting. Wo 
think it will bo admitted that no parallel 
can be discovered for sueh a state of 
things, nnd we submit that it is time 
and more than time that smnothing was 
done lo |mt an end to C(Hiditions whiidi 
can only lie ilcsi-ribeil as scandalous in 
the extreme.

TIIU lilGUT-IlOUU LAW. 

In Australia, New Zealand and Tas- 
mania eight hours constitnto a day's 
work, hut perfect liberty of contract is 
allowed nnd a man may contract to 
work overtime or as many hours as he 
thinks proper. Tlic workingmen of the 
Southern colonies would not tolerate 
legislation, which would deprive them of 
liberty to contract llioir labor for as 
many lionrss each day as may suit their 
own wishes. Perhaps it may bo well 
lo make a few observalions concerning 
Ihe condition of miners in Anslralia, fin- 
some needed light may I hereby bo cast 
upon a (luostion, which excites a great 
deal of interest in this i)rovin(.'e. First 
it may be mentioned that a miner in the 
metalliferous mines of British Columbia 
is not only paid very muidi higher 
wages than his Australian brolher, but 
he is provided with accommodations 
which are given to few workingmen any- 
where else in tlw world. The mine 
owners in this i>rovince provide board, 
lodging and many valuable convenieiici's 
for their cmployee.s. At some of the 
mines -there arc bath rooms, reading 
rooms and other modem appliances. 
There is also a bunk-house for the men 
to sleep in, provided by the mine owners 
and heated by them. For board, which 
is of a good class, for lodging, which is 
comfortable, and for the other conveni- 
ences inonlioned the charge of !?1 per 
day is made, >Such accommodation 
could not be got anywhere else in the 
province for so small a charge. In -Vus- 
tralia wages vary from ijirJ.oU a week 
ill the older mines to $15 a week in 
isolated districts. Board is not pro- 
vided by mine owners, neither is lodg- 
ing, neither are any of the conveniences 
.ibove mentioned. The employer pays 
his men their wages, and the employees 
have to shift for themselves in all these 
matters. Perhaps from tin; public point 
of vii.'W the Australian system is bettnr 
tliau ours, because it leads to the liuild- 
iiig up of little towii.s around every 
mine, but if the question of pay and coii- 
venierico to the miners is taken into 
account, those in this province are very 
much better olT. Th" lower wage paid 
ill Australia und the fact that the 
owners are at no expense in connection 
with the feeding, housing and recreatioil 
of their employees, makes it possible to 
piolitably work mines in that country at 
a profit, wlion the ore does not run 
higher than .^5 per ton, which, us we all 
know, is impossible in this province at 
the present time. 

A\'o b(d>evo the general disposition has 
been to treat Ibis eighl-lnnir (|uislioii loo 
gingerly. The workingmen of Jiritisli 
Colniiibia are not children to be befooled 
with sugar-coated phrases. We reiieat 
wliai. we liavi.' said on two occasions, 
uaiiiely, that the workingmen are quite 
.IS well able to form opinions on public 
iiuestions and are as amenable to reasmi 
as any one else. Labor (inostions, sc- 
called, are the product, very largely, of 
timidity, of n fear oij the part of public 
men to grapple with thi in fearlessly and 
vigorously, trusting to the i easonable- 



ness of tbcir views nncl the good sense 
of the people at large. lit is in tbi.* 
manner that the eight-hour (jnestiou 
should be approached, and when it is 
taken hold of in this way, the difllcultics, 
which now alarm bo many people, will 
disappear as mist^fceforevthc sum. 

In this conncK-'tion reference m.ty bo 
made to what transpired in the house 
yesterday. Mr. Higgins had again to 
direct attention to the fact that imiwrt- 
ant portions of the correspondence relat- 
ing to the oigbt-honr law had not been 
brought down according to the order of 
the house. With some ditUculty he es- 
trncted tt promise from the govern merat 
that the missing documents would bs 
furnislioil, and of course the customary 
explanation was made that the goverii- 
inent did no^ desire to suppress any- 
tliiug. Th& cxtraordinair3F.Jteature of 
the case is that the papers brought down 
are of no pyrticular value, while those 
withheld contain matters of much iiu- 
portaiice. It is worth mentioning in this 
conueciiba that the xnemcHnal, which 
."\lr. Iliggin.s was compeUe«I to ask for 
and the goveninient would not promise 
to proiLiice without pressure, is referred 
to in Ihe last letter briuiiihl: down in the 
original return. This letter is one frniii 
Mr. Sniitb Curtis, of Rosslanil, and in 
It ho endeavors to persuade tlw Minister 
of .Mines thirt the statements made in 
the memorial are not to be accepted at 
their fai'(> v.ilue. ft is an exfranrdiiiary 
Ihing that the .Minister of .Mines should 
bring down a letter n'ferring to a pre- 
viiius coniniiiiiiention nnd not Ihe coni- 
iiiniiic.-ilioii referred to. \\'o print in the 
liriicecMlings ot llie liiiiise this niuniin^' 
the memorial in (inestion, itlso a very 
iniorestinK resolution moved by -Mr. .1. 
Koderick Robertson at the meeting of 
Ihe assiicialed boards of trade at which 
the nioiuorial In (inestion was n-fern^l lo. 
Mr. Smith Curtis' letter is notable in 
another particninr. He says the mat- 
ter was not much discussed, whereas 
the report of the proceedings s.tys that 
the discussion was lengthy.

T'he house yesterday passed in com- 
mittee a bill to allow municipalities to 
make use of the Imperial automatic vot- 
ing inacliinc;. The bill will bo rocoin- 
mitted again to permit of some needed 
changes being made in the Municipali- 
ties Act; but it will probably become 
law. The disiiosition of Ihe house is 
very strongly in favor of the introduc- 
tion of voting machines. This system 
has been tried in Winnipeg nnd in many 
parts of the United States. It is un- 
doubtedly a very great iiiiprovemont on 
any other system ot voting, nnd wc bo- 
lie%-e will ultimately be adopted for pro- 
vincial and federal elections.

When the bill did come on, it remained 

for Mr. l-Cidlie to indicate that it was 
preci'dent to a general "lection, but be 
did so in such a manner that the goverii- 
aient might still have a chance to retreat 
if it should discover any unexpected 
means to escaiie ilefeat in the liouse. 
He hiid admitted that the .s'overumeiit 
was bunging by a thread, and intimated 
that this was a pertinent reason for 
passing this mcuswro nnd going to the 

people. 

" Is tliat a declaration?" was asked

In a report from the private bills com- 
mittee, the preamble of the bill to amend 
nnd consolidate tbi; Vancouver Incor- 
poration Act was reported proved, and | 
the hill was prosontc!! to the house. 
l'ROGRA.'\I.MK CHAXGI'ID. . 
Hon. Mr. Scmlin moved that the house 
IH-occeil to til" Orders of the Day, taking 
u|) bill -Ni). to provide for a redistri- 
bntiiiii <if the electoral divisions of tlie 
province. 

This resolution was opposed by the 
lender of the oiiposilion. who pointed to 
the fact that Thnrsilay was devoted by 
the rules to public bills in the hands of 
private members. He saw no urgent 
reason why Ihe rules and practice of the 
house should be deptirted from. 

-■Mr. Prentice also opiiosed the pro- 
posal of the government, pointing to the 
fact that hi! had on the order iiaper a 
public bill that was of far more iniport- 
aiu-e to the country than even redistri- 
bu I ion— its object being the repeal of the 
eight-hour law. 

Mr. McPhilllps held that in the ab- 
si'iii'c of a declaration by the govern- 
ment that a general election is at hand, 
it %vas' nonsense for the house to shelve 
all other pending business iu prder to 
take up this measure of redistribution, 
especially as In the ordinary course the 
present parliament hnd still two years 
to live, and a redistribution bill enacted 
now- no matter how fair and 0(piital)le 
under existent conditions — would in Ihe 
natural course of events be inapplicable 
two years hence. Lnder those circum- 
stances, and in view of no intimtition 
being given by the Premier that an elec- 
tidii was to be brought (Ui, he proposed 
to invoke all the rules of the house to 
have public business iiroceeded with in 
its natural order. Of course, if the 
Premier would make a statement to the 
house of tlie position of affairs, it might 
make the case quite different. 

Mr. Booth also insisted upon Ihe house 
proceeding with the business before it 
according to the rules, unless an ex- 
planation was made by the government 
sutBcIent to justify the departure now

proposed. It the governmc'it had in- 
tended to take one of Ihe days specitic- 
ally allotted by the rules to iiarticular 
Imsiness, the government should have 
given specific notice of such intention. 

Hon. Mr. t-eniliii lield that this notice 
had been given. 'J'lie house had been 
duly informed tlmt the government pro- 
posed to go on with the redistribution 
measure before proceeding with other 
work on the orilers. 

-Mr. .Foseph Martin bad no doubt as 
to the falsity of the government's posi- 
tion. The rules prescril)e(l distinctly 
that Wednesdays were to be devoted to 
lirivate bills and Thursdays to imblic 
bills in tlie hiinds of private members. 
The government htul all days "except 
\\'eduesilays and Thursdays." 

-Mr 'L'uriier and Col. Itaker corroborat- 
ed and emphasized the same argument 
as advanced by the third member for 
Vancouver, and it became apparent that 
the government would be unable tn 
carry ont the intention expressed in the 
Premier's motion. 

r.efore tlie matter could \w put to the 
test of a vote, however, the Speaker 
caiiK! to the rescue. 

"1 hold tlie objection to have been 
well taken," he said. " The present 
motion is out of order." j 
Hon. Mr. Scmlin nccordingly withdrew! 
the resolution fated to defeat, and an- ! 
nounced tluit the house would proceed 
with the first seven orders— dealing with 
first readings of public bills in the hands 
of private niombers. 

To this also Mr. Turner olijectcd with 
vigor, pointing out that by adopting the 
course proposed, the Premier sought to 
escape testing the status ot (he govern- 
ment by bringing to a vote the want-of- 
confideiice motions standing for days 
upon the orders. He did not see liow 
the government could reconcile this 
evasion of such motions, especially aftej: 
the dccbiration at the first of the sessiiHi 
that no government could proceed with 
other busiii' ss while censure motions re- 
mained on till! ordi-rs as a challenge 
upon tiK! goveriiineiil's power to control 
the house. 

There was no reply or defence from 
the government to this arraignment, and 
first readings were given the bills to 
aiiicnd the Inspection of Metalliferous 
Mines Act (Mr. Prentice); to amend 
the blasters' and Servants' Act Amend- 
ment Act, 1890, '(iMr. .Toseiih Martini; 
and to Provide for the Closing of Shojis 
and the Eniiiloyineiit of Children and 
Young Persons Therein (Mr. McPhil- 
lips). 

Attention having beet! ngnin directed 
to the fact that there were li number 
of resolutions on the paper hi advance 
of this business, including more than 
one want-of-confidenco motion, 

.Mr. Speaker ruled that the Orders of 
Ihe Day meant bills upon the order 
paper. 

Dealing with this ruling, Mr. McPhil- 
liris directed attention to the weak posi- 
tion of tlic government, who hnd only a 
few days ago refused to accept a resolu- 
tion by Mr. Martin asserting that it was 
desirable that no other business shouhl 
he proceeded with until n redistribution 
measure hnd lieen presented to and dis- 
posed of by the house. The government 
had refused to accept this resolution, 
.vet liero they were doing the very thing 
and pursuing the Identical course de- 
manded by the third member for \'nn- 
couver. lie again argued that unless 
the government wa.s prepared to say 
thtit !i general election would be brought 
on in the near future, the business 
should be proceeded with in the ordinary 
manner, the .urgency of a redistribtition 
bill being rustled through being not ap- 
piinmt if the hotise had yet two years 
to live and condiliims certain to change 
in this intervening period. He thought 
that public business and the necessities 
of Ihe coiinlry should have some consid- 
eration as well as a political redistrib'.i- 
tion, 

Mr. irelmcken also insisted tliat the 
rnh's ot the house shoiUd be adhered to 
iiiilesK some very good reason were given 
for a departure. 
After some further brief discussion.

A SEKIOUS ACCUSATIO.N. 

.Mr. lliKHius. as a matter of privilege, 
ouce more directed attention to the with- 
holding of yot other communicatioiiH by 
the government from the return demand- 
ed by the hou«o in the matter of the 
workmg out of the eight-hour law. lie 
did not eiire to bring this nuittiu- up so 
often, it was not a matter that coneerii- 
ed himself but a matter of vital import- 
ance to the country. This wuri the 
eighth occasion on which he bad bad to 
refer to the fact that the house had not 
been properly treated by the government 
in thiri matter. Althout'h the house had 
by resolution asked for all correspondence 
in conueclion with this imiiorlaiit subject, 
it was only being obtained, .'bit by bit, 
Jitter the most strenuous urgnig. He was 
eontitanlly receiving telegrams and letters 
iiiiving reference, to communications pasts- 
jng iji the matter , of wliich no menliou 
was made in the correspondence brouglit 
down to the house. lOven now tluMe still 
remained a deticiency, and a very ini- 
))ortant delicicncy in the return— the ex- 
tract from the proceedings of the first 
annual convention of the associated 
boards of trade of Ivootonuy on tbiti 
.iubject had been left out of the return 
altogether. It neemcd to be like drawing 
teeth to get from the government the in- 
formation that had been ordered weeks 
ago by the house. He had at lir.st said 
that he did not think the communica- 
•tions had been mi.saed intentionally, but 
in view of the nniuy instances since prc- 
tietited of i;ommu!<!cations iiut itcladcd in 
the return, what was anyone to think? 
The house wiw now confronted by the

of ameliorating the condition of the mlu- 
prs In British Columbia, we believe that 
mich Bmelioratlon could ho better achieved 
by speclllc instructlous given to the minlug 
Inspectors; we arc of the opinion that the 
details of hours of labor, etc.. In the mines 
of Kootenay and Yale could best be ar- 
ranged by direct negotiations between the 
miners and mine owners ami their repre-

Memorial of the assoelateil lioarils of 
trade of Eastern lU-itlsli Columbia to the 
lion, the Minister of Mines of the proviiiee 
of British <:olumbla on the suhjeet of the 
cdght hour law, as jirepared by the speelal 
eomuilttee appointed for that purpose: 

Itossland, Jt.C, August 5th, 1S!I".I. 
To the Uonoralile J. I'red Hume, Minister 
of Alines, Victoria, 11. C. 

.Sir: The memorial of the assoelated 
boards of trade of Eastern lirltlsli Coliiiii 
bla, lu convention assembled, showetli as 
follows: 

1. That this association Is eoiiiliosed of 
delegates duly accredited from each of the 
hoards of trade formed In the districts of 
East anil West Kootenay and .portions of 
the district of yule, representing the .min- 
ing section of Eastern British Columbia. 

2- Tliat It was with regret that your 
memorluiiHis lenrncd of the enactment of 
clause 4 of bill No. 80, being "An Aet to 
Amend the Inspection of Metalliferous 
Mines Act." by which section ll! of eliapter 
i;!l, U..S.H.C., Is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor: 

i;f. No pel-son shall be employed under- 
grouuil In any laetalllferous mine for more 
than eight hours In every twenty-four 
hours." 

And your mi'morlallsts resiieet fully re- 
<iuesl tiiat you will not eiifoiee the above 
provisions nor causi? the same to he en- 
forced. Our reasons for making this re- 
quest are, amoiigsl others, us 'follows: 

1. II Is submitted that legislation of suih 
Imporlanee and vitally affecting such large 
vested interests should not have been pass- 
ed liy the legislature without an •opportun- 
ity having been given to those interested 
of expressing their opinion upon the sub- 
ject. 

2. That the public generally were not 
awnre that such legislation was bidn- 
sought, and the first intimation that was 
had of such legislation being passed was 
through the columns of the newspapers. 

;i. Tlmt In obedience to the notice and 
demand of the Inspector of .Mines la tliiu 
behalf, the snperlntc-iideiits of mines have 
eompllixl with reuulremmits of the law com- 
plained a;,alnst, hut sueli eoniplhiiK-e was 
not made voluntarily, but only with a desire 
to ohev the law, and the acMUleseenee there- 
in imi'st not be taken as evidence of their 
satisfaction wltli t!ii' .same. 

I. I'roin tlie inquiries they have made the 
memhers of this .-issociation are satlslled 
thai this change In the law was not nske<l 
for l>y the miners, and the euuctment was 
as uri'ai a snn'r'sc t" the miners as it 
was to the mine -owners. No facts having 
heeii adduced to show that the miners 
working In the metalliferous mines in the 
provliiee of British Colombia complained 
against or suffered under the system In 
vogue prior to the passim; of the act, and 
In the absence of any petlll mi or evidence 
before the leRlRlature that sucli a sweep- 
ing I'hangc In the law was asked for by 
those who are tnost Interested In the 
ehaiiKe. iiaiiiely, the miners.

•'i. Tlie experience durlni; the past few 
iiiontlis 111 the working of the eight-hour 
law system In the mines In the liossland 
and oilier camps clearly demonstrates that 
11. en employed uiiderKround In metalliferous 
mines cannot do as iiiiicb work In a work- 
ing day of eight hours as they can Ju one 
of ten hours, consequently the cost of worlt-

session. They were the judges, sheriffs, 
deputy fiherilTs and civil servants, and 
those members of the army and navy 
who had fulfilled the requirements of 
residence. There was no reason why 
these gentlemen should not have votes. 

After making out .» strong case why 
the permanent force at Esiiuimalt, the 
protect oi-M of the Empire, should be 
treated as mi^ii, with the privileges of 
men and voters, Mr. MePhillips held 
that there w-as no justification for ex- 
clusion from the exercise of the fran- 
chise of tlie judges of the Supreme court 
who by their cducatiou and admitted 
liigh order of intelligence should be con- 
sidered the best of voters. They wore 
admitte<l to the right of the ballot by 
federal legislation, and ho held sbould 
be by provincial. As for the civil ser- 
vants, they too were men of more than 
average intelligence, and no government 
should be afraid of their vote if it was 
carrying ou the country's businosH hon- 
estly and elllciently— -of which the civil 
servants wore in an especially good posi- 
tion to judge. He held that it would 
be a graceful and becoming thing for 
liie I'reinier to adopt the proposed re- 
turn to the old system, especially as he 
had during his long and useful pnriin- 
nientai'y career in British Columbia at 
no time advocated the radical changes 
contained in the act of last year which 
it was proposed to set asidej' that meas- 
ure had been the offspring of the domin- 
ant niomber of the government at that 
time, w-itli w-liom bo (Mr. Mel'hillips) 
could not agree. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin said that the intro- 
ducer of this bill had said it would be 
a graceful act for him (the I'reinier) to 
acknowledge that a mistake had been 
niade in (lu? legislalion on (his subject 
<if last year. He donie<l that the prin- 
cipli! therein contained was new by any 
means, or that the present government 
was rpsponsiblp for the exclusion ot the 
judges from the exercise of the frau- 
i-hisp. Such a provision bad boon on 
the statute book for years, and ho held 
it (o bp a wise one, inasniueli as it was 
most desirable that the judges — though 
eminently well qualified to exorcise the 
right of voters— should be kept alto- 
gether apart from party politiiw. With 
respect to the admission to the exercise 
of the franchise of the mpn of (he army 
iiiid navy, the honorable junior ineinlicr 
for Victoria appeared to forget alto- 
gether the conditions surrounding tliosp 
men. Tliey. came'' 'here temporarily, 
with no intention ■of--bocomlng peniiii- 
nont residents;' thev did'- not consider 
themselveR Brittshi'Colurablans. With 
a Inrtrc incrcnse. in their nurabe'rB,- as 
was likely to occur; ■ what' would be the 
position of the permanent roaidcnts of 



such sections as Bsquimalt? The naval- 
military vote would simply swamp that 
of the permanent residents, who had 
all their interests at stake, and who had 
made their homes here and become Brit- 
ish Columbians in the full sense of the- 
term. Ho desired to protect the inter- 
ests of these rial citizens against those 
who, -while worthy of aii respect, could 
not be considered in any other light than 
that of transients. With regard to the 
civil servants, the junior member for 
Victoria hud int. mated that uo govern- 
ment should be afraid of the civil service 
vote, as it usually went with the govern- 
ment iu power. He held this to bo a 
reason in itself why this vi.to should be 
altogether excluded irom consideration- 
why it should not exist. He opposed, 
the second reading of the bill. 

Mr. Booth supported the repeal of last 
year s legislation, but .thought the old- 
law should «la::d as it had been. There 
had certainly been an objection to judges 
voting w-lien there was an open ballot, 
but the sei'i-et ballot once brought into 
existcuco, that objection was removed. 
He noted that the Premier objected to 
temporary residents being given the 
biillot, and hoped that the honorable 
gentleman would keep that consideration 
ill view with reference to Kootenay, 
which now threatened to swamp the 
whole province by transient sojourners, 
through his redistribution bill. He also 
held that the couit of revision should be 
done aw-ay with, and a court held just 
previous to a general election, when 
people would take some interest in purg- 
ing the lists. By m doing a large 
amount of useless printing and other ex- ' 
pensos Would be saved. 

Mr. Kellio denied vhat there were any 
dead men. among the voters of Kootenay, 
and said that if the member for North 
Victoria would come to his district the 
iiuinlier of the stable population would 
surjirise him. 

Mr. Pooley maintained that despite the -' 
remarks of the member for Revelstoke, 
there was a very large floating popula- 
tion in Kootenay, -while now that a 
nuinher of the mines bad.,cl08ed down, 
the jiopulatiou would 'be very "cohsider- 
alily reduced.

tit \ ietoria eity election. Wherever a 
large iiiiliiary or naval vote was congre- 
gated it woidd swamp the civil vote. 
(Llenr, hear.) Kupi'o^i-' a war were lo 
break out between (ireal lirilam and a 
foreign power and tlioiisamls of tioldiers 
and sailoiis were statioiu'd at llu> Coast 
cities, what chance would the cavil vole 
have of being l.eardV He denied .all sol- 
diers and sailors voted at Ualifa.v when 
sometimes iliere were H.IKIU men in bar- 
raelcs. He ilid not object to f^ervico men 
residing outside barracks voting, but he 
did object and would always object to 
them in barracU's voting. (Hear, hear.) 
'l"he hon. mover had said that to allow 
Imperial soldiers or sailors to vote Would 
be but a poor return to (ireat Britain for 
the protection the army and fleet Uiul 
given the province in the past. He would 
remind hon. members that the return wo 
were niakhig to Great Britain was m 
(seading some of our best blood to pour 
itself out on the burning sands ot Ai m a 
in defence of the Empire. (Hear, hear.) 
Witll rocipect to the civil servants he 
should like to see the ballot restored to 
them bur ha did not think judges of the 
courts, who wiglit ,'be ^.-alled on at any 
time to try election cases sliould be allow- 
ed to vote, as it was necessary that such 
cuses should be npprouclied by the judges 
with nnbiased minds. If he had the as- 
surance of Ihe hoii. mover that the 
unieiulnieiit to the act wniihl he conliiicd 
to restoring the ballot to^ the civil ser- 
vants be would vole fin- tlie bill; if not, 
he must vote against it. 

.Mr. I'ooley proceeded lo dwell upon 
the great liardt^bip that had be<'n worked 
on the permanent residents of ICsiiuiniall 
by the act of last session, many of whoni 
li'ad voted and taken a great interi'Sl. in 
tliealTairs of Ihe province since 1ST1. 'I'lie 
soldiers' liad been accustomed lo vole 
siiua; 18.'2, when "C" Battery coming 
here from the Eant tlie otlioera and men 
while (luariered at the Old agricultural 
hall had been placed on the Voters' list 
oE the city of Victoria. Afterwards "C" 
Battery had removed to Work Point. 
And why should these men not be pat 
upon the voters' list, the senior member 
for Bsquimalt asked? When they comply 
with all the usual requirements of the 
law'' They are men of far more than 
lu-diuary intelligence, all iiicked men, and 
men of a high standard of intelligenca-. 
Many of them lived outnide of bariackM, 
in their own homes, and have just as 
great un interest in all that concerns the 
country as any other citi^.eus. It is a 
shame to laki' tliis natural and desirabh.' 
interest from them. These people wanted 
good roadt^, bridges, etc.. and there was 
no reason that they shoulil be askeil i? 
I hey came here lo become iiernianent resi- 
dents any mm-e than thai any civilian if 
be was to remain iiermanenlly, he having 
com[)lied with the reiinirenieiils as lo 
residence in the provinci' and the <lislrictsV 
'rher(^ ^\ as no reason why a man wearing 
the (^neeii'i-- uniform r^luiiilil be ileclared 
unlit to vote. No other legislalnie would 
think of such a jnoposil i( .n. In bhiLrlaml 
Ihe soldier was given a vole >ii soon as 
he .illained the rank of sergeant and had 
a room of his ovvu in barracks, ov if ho 
lived outside barracks, being thereby 
t'Utitlcd to rank as a householder. It 'Nvas 
merely a question of qualilicution, and 
the «iinie priuciple might very safely pre- 
vail here. The men of the service fom- 
jng liere for three, five or more years 
Were fully entitled to vote. The people 
of Ksquimalt wore very glad to have 
I hem come among them, and found them 
,a source of iniicli protil. He would vole 
lor Ihe bill. 

The second readiii;^ was negalived l)y 
I'O to .1(5, Messrri. Martin and Iliggiiifi 
voting with the govcrnnienl. 

iL was ,">:1.") when the Uedistribulion 
bill w.is r(>ached, the I'remier being 
greeted with government apjilansi> as he 
rose Id move the second rivulin;:. 
■ IIO.N. .MH. .SK.MLI.X said ilie bill ^vas 
of course an endeavor lo pl.o-e as 
far as pessililo eipnil elivloral piiw- 
er and lallnence In the hands 
of each eli'clor of lUltlsh Coluniljla. 
This, he presnnieil, had been the object of 
preceding ed'orts at redistribution, to wiihdi 
lie proceeded tn refer. He instanced the 
varj'Iug iiolltlcal Importance ot Kooieimy 
and Cariboo, which in early .days had lli.dr 
rcpresen'%[itlo|i Increased ^wltli growth of 
placcr'^indnstrjr and reduced with Its wane, 
and proc^edeil In substapce as, follows: 

"I have' heara the a'rgumeut advanced 
that although we shoiitd Increase represen- 
tation we should not 'decrease It. I have 
cited the incidents, Jpflt referred, to In, or- 
der to prove that former legislatures' did 
not consider It wrong, and they had to deal 
with the clrcnruKtnnces afi they .tro'ie. I 
fancy that thl.-i argument I have referred 
to will be advanced by people who havrr 
been only a Hbort time In the province and 
have not been acipiainted with the con- 
ditions that have prevailed In former legls- 
latnroB." ITo then dealt brilly witli early 
changes In tlie representation ot (Jowlolian 
and Victoria district, and proceeded: "In 
the platform of the present governnipnt 
whou It was in opposition It was considered 
tUnt the distribution ot cities should be 
.guided not by population alone, not by area 
, alone, but owing to the population, area 
'and;. the distance from the capital of the 
.:-provInce. .'. In other words, that ..'compared 
'.' 'wJth}tbe;'cItles-.there..8houl^^b6^;a : represen- 
^tatl6n" fo"r 'liiose ridings' co'nv'cnlcnt to ' the 



capllal, wbleli should be compareil with 
ridings anioii.nst ilieiiiselves, and that there 
slionhi be a third basl.s of represeniatloa 
for dlstuut and partially settled communi- 
ties In the province. These various at- 
tempts In the past have never succeeded 
In equalizing the vote of the country on tjje 
three bases I have Indicated, but In the at- 
tempt the government has now made we 
can say we have come nearer to that con- 
dition than has over been Toaclied by for 
mer goverument.s. and althougli we cannot 
say this Is n pcri'ect bill. It is an advance 
on any bill that lias been BUbmittod to the 
leglsl.itnre for the name purpose. \V.> liavi- 
done this wiltiout any reference lo lucal- 
11 le,;. AVe have endeavored to deal with 
lU'lilsh I'cdumbia as British Columbia wlth- 
iiiit any ri'terence to the geographical sltu- 
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1 liave lorn, ^-entlenien iiiii)0slle 
hit; cjf I Ills bill call li a ^'err.vniauder. Weil 
I uia.v say tbat \' Ibal term can be a|>|dled 
lo Uil-; 1)111 ll should liave been applied witli 
I'ar greater force to preceding bills. What 
Is a (gerrymander'.' As I understand it, It Is 
when the party In power distributes the 
representation for the purpose of gaining 
Riipiiort for the p'crposo of incrca-dng Its 
power. Sow what has this government 
done In regard to this bill? We have re- 
duced the rrpresentatloa of Bsqulmnit b.v 
one. as In earlier days (hiriboo's represeri- 
lalloa was decreasi'il by one. Ks((ulniail 
is nailer Ihe coiuro! of tlie governiueni at 
any time. It is coiili;;ui)ns lo the Capital. 
It is one of lliose consllliiencies in which 
the iiiipulallon lias not Increased In coiaparl- 
.soii Willi other parts of the proviiu'c. We 
claim lliat In ordi-r to ecpialii-.e llie vntini; 
.strenglh In the various ridings ll i-i only 
..... (ii^.t t.VMiilinait sliould be represi'nied 
by one nieniber in tills house and tliat one 
mi-iiiber nil the door of this house is ;.'lviTig 
to Ksqoliiiall a lar;;e percenlage of reijre- 
.sentallon. How are we f;olnK lo Rain in 
that parliciilnrV That Is what I Iiresuine 
my hon. friends referred to wlieii they used 
the word gerrymander. I do not see how 
wc are to Increase the power of the, party 
In office In this respect. Then you take 
our position to restore very nearly the for- 
mer lines In Cowicbaa. How Is this party 
to Improve its posltloii by annexing the 
islands to Cowlchan? I claim that In so 
far as that riding Is concerned we have 
anthbiK' t" gain by llie redlslrlbntion we 
have made, \Vi> are endeavoring to carry 
out Ihe principles of equalizing votes. Tiien 
you ('an lake the distrlliutlon npon the 
.Maiiilanil. There has been no change of 
reijri'seiitatlon In Cariboo except lo separ- 
ate this constituency into two riding's In- 
stead of having a cumulative vote, -.vblch 
channi^ Is more convenient to the voters 
iind tlieir reiire.sentatives. Tlieii we conn? 
lo Ihe ISmindary ('reek, where we form a 
new coiisiitnency composed of a [larl of 
\Vi'Sl Vale and houudary Creek. 
Hon. .Mr, Turner — It Is a part ot IloBslnnil. 
Jlou. Mr, Somlln— What Is now Kossland, 
hut which under the last redistribution 
hill formed part of ifalc. Now. 1 have not 
referred to Llllooct. That Is a large dis- 
trict, and has been represented on the 
lloor of the bouse by two members for 
many years past. We propose to reduce 
the representation to one member. .\mi 
why'; Hero I presume by hon. friends 
will say tile gerrymander comes la. I tliink 
after a careful consideration of the facts 
that they will Unit tills Is only justice to 
ailjolnliif; dlstrh.'ts. Tak«? r.llloot.-t as a 
whiple, and also West Yale— tiiey abut. Tlie 
voliaf; strength of West Yale Is (!20. The 
voting strength of I.lllooet Is about ti'i!i, or 
a v<'ry small proportion lii favor of West 
Yale. Takin;; tlie settl.-d porlloiiH ot West 
Yah' an<l I.lllooet yon will find that, leav- 
ing aslib? llie urea alone and taking the 
settled portions of Ihe dlslrlct, they com- 
pare very closely. And how can we justify 
give two members to Lilllooet and only 
one lo West Yale when there is coiiipar- 
allveiy no difference In the voting strength 
and no difference In the area settled.. True, 
a rallwoy traverses a portion of West Yale, 
lint yon will find that there are parts of 
West Yale as remote from settlement as 
settled parts of Llllooct we nre placing 
that district on a par with some of the ad- 
Jolniifg districts. I do not conipare It wiib 
popniatlon or area of Cariboo, which abuts 
on the north, but I have chosen West Yale 
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will Ibid that Wesi Y.-iK 
lo one renresentatlve. 
.iiislllii'd In K'lvluH mnr 
looet. i do not conipari 
boo becaiisij the condit 
fereut. ^\'l• can allow Cariboo to he repri'- 
seulcU by two members and no Injustice 
win be done to other districts. 

Now In regard to West Kootenay. we 
have In that community one almost en- 
tirely mining; and we have a popnlotlon 
that Is rapidly Increasing. The returns 
bilil before the house to-dny will satisfy 
yon as to the number and the rapidity of 
the growth of the voting strength of Koote- 
na.v, and it is Imiidssiblo for this house or 
this country to close its eyes to the rapiil- 
ly increasing iniporlance of tiiat pinintry. 
It must he proiierly represented; It Is a 
eomilry that will asserl Itself, anil be have 
endeavored to nieel Ihe reiiiiiremeais by 
Increasing the reiiresenlatloii. I think i 
have toinlieil npon tlie various dli-lrlcts 
that an.' being affocted by tills bill, and I 
h.-.ve referred to mailers that have taken 
place in the iiast. I have done that to 
show that we are not IntroilncliiK any novel 
features; we ari> not departing from, what 
has been done In the past, but we are 
slniTily following tlie precedents set by for- 
mer legislatures, and are endeavoring to 
work upon, the lines that have been laid 
do\vn, but 'are bringing- those lines nearer 
to justice than .tl^e legislators wfere able 
to affect' In thV'post. I think we have 
succeeded In this— I am satisfied myself 
that we have done so, and I hope that the 
bill win commend Itself to the legislature, 
and that honorable members will vote for 
the second reading; (Government ap- 
plause.) 

' MK. TUBHEU in opouinp ankod. How- 
was this bill introduced, what was it 
introduced for, nud how did it origin- 
ate? The reason this hill was brought 
in now was gomcthiuK in the nature of 
the charges the Ki'vornnient bad levelled 
at the late government. The moinbcrs 
of the present government had com- 
plained during last campaign as to what 
the late govornninnt -sv.is doing -with re- 
spect to the district of Cassiar. but since 
they make no change that fact carries 
on it.s face the refutation of the charge 
that the late governmont nttoinptod to 
gerrymander Cassiar. When this bill 
was brought in the other day he had 
got up to speak to it nuJ riiake enquiry 
as to the infornmtion that was to be 



furuishcil with it. But at that time a 
map was Placed on his desk, andst^'his 
aatonishmenit, ixBon ..javcitlgatj&atftal 
limp he!.mnd 'wifi the ol^maplBf a8»8, 
with thfe'old bounanries'-is lafdibtit by 
the legislature of that year. He had 
token a pencil and gone over this nuiii. 
but it was impossible to make anything 
definite out of it. Ilaving bcou made 
on the lines of the old map, it was most 
dinictdt lo di.scover where the delimita- 
lioiis came in. M'liy did the govern- 
nunit make use of this old map of 18il,SV 
The atU'inpt to use this map to eUici- 
dale the bill they had brought in was an 
absurdity on the face of it. It just 
showed the condition of nlTairs. The 
governiiiciit had no idea of bringing in 
a redistribution bill; to prove this it 
was onl.v necessary to turn to the Lieu- 
tenant-liOVL-rnor's speech to see clearly 
that the government had at that time 
no intention of bringing in a redistribu- 
tion measure. The present measure 
gave a nienibor to Boundary district, a 
district Ih.it required a member if any 
district in Ihe province did. but that was 
tli(> length ami breadth and depth of this 
bill; there was nothing else to it. The 
government this session was largely 
occupied in uniloing the legislation that 
had been passed at the Inst session. He 
did not riiiiik that anything of import- 
ance had been passed at the present 
session of the house. No't a private bill 
had gone through; the government have 
depended for safety on the casting vote 
of the Speaker, and they have not been 
able to bring in any legislation of lienelit 
to the country, and they had thought at 
the last moment that this liill would 
save them; they would run this througli 
the house wit bout atlracliiig 'ton mud 
attention, without maps or iiiformalion 
upon which In biiso an opinion as tu the 
merits or the demerits nf Ihe measure. 

This hill was liroiii;hl in wilhoiil iu- 
fmina 1 ion of any kind wilh respect 
lln> probable iiniulu'r of voters in the 
new districts. The list of voters nt Ihe 
last general idcctions would be no hidp 
M'halevcr. Some districts are carved up 
so that it is impossible lo ni-ogiiizc 
tliem. 

The next puint about the bringing in 
of thit^ bill was the objecl. The object 
was that the ;;overnmeiit rccojiiii/.i'd that 
there w;is ;i demand in the province for 
some kind uf h'gislalioii, and this is what 
llie.\- give the provinci' in place of wi 
leu'islalion. The idiject was to try to 
save till' goveriimeut. Everyone knew 
what ihe pusiruui of tlie goveriiineiit was 
from looking; at Ihe course of events dur- 
ing; the larit few weidcs. He fell sorry 
liir tlie gnvernment he knew what tlii! 
iiosiiimi must be, liangiug (ui by a thread, 
to whicli any member sitting on the oimio- 
sile side of ihe house might apply the 
.knife at any moment, and where would 
they be then? 

Uovcrumcnt cries of, "Let her go!" and 
laughter. 

Jlr. Turner asked again where the 
government would ho if the knife •were 
applied. The ministers would be In the 
po<iit)uu to say with the late Cardinal 
AVolsey: "Alas! a loug farewell lo all 
my greatness." (Laughter.) lie thought 
the country wanted legislation for open- 
ing and developing it in preference to the 
reilistribution measure now forced on il. 
There was some reason in liaving a ve- 
disl ribution measure in the life of the 
juirliament ot the province, that is every 
four years, and at the end of the present 
liarlii'.meiit, supposing the iircsent govern- 
ment kejit ill ])ower, they would be aide 
to give a fair and reasonable measure of 
redisi ribution to the province. The pro- 
sent, however, was a most inopportune 
tinij to introduce a nieasure like lliis. 
He iiieiitioiied the case of Albcriii as an 
instance of a district that had been 
doubled up lo ;;ive it more than properly 
fell to ils share. It was curious to find 
that no niemlici's were taken from the 
districts wliich were sniijioscd to suiiport 
Ihe govcriimi'iit, they were all. sliaiige to 
say, taken from the districts belioveil to 
he in favor of the oppo«ition. Hut they 
could hardly blame Ihe govi'rnmeat ; they 
were in a desperate position, and liad lo 
do fiomelliiii,';. They had put oul this 
hill ill the hope thtat they would get a 
few more membem on that side of the 
house. But they would find themselves 
gri-vously mistaken. The people were 
not taken in with any such chaff as 
lliat. 

How did this bill originate? The 
other d.'iy th9 government hud no jilea of 
bringing in a redistribution bill, but a 
certain gentleman who had formerly 
been a supporter of that government had 
asked them to bring in a measure of that 
kind, and a redistribution bill had been 
brmight in. The lender of the govern- 
ment was in reality on thi.s (tltp opposi- 
tion) side of the house. This imtasure 
hud been broiiglit in not at the request, 
but at the demand of that gentleman; at 
iiis command it was introduced, and was 
lo lie rushed forward. There could be no 
d.iiibt lint that he was the master of the 
assembly. 

There were many reiifioiis why this rc- 
ilistribiilioii bill should not have been 
broiiglii in. and one ot Uieso was in cou- 
neclion with the treatment of certain 
l ilies of the iiroviiice wilh respect to the 
voiers lists. That was a very serious 
cliarg(> lo brin;,' against any government, 
lie referred to the purging' of ihe voters 
lists of \'aiicoiiver cily. N'icloria and 
oili,.r cities, and said il was a le«al 
qiieslion if anything' could be dniic lo 
liavi' llict.;i.. voters' lists iiroperly dcallli 
with. Lar>;(> numbers of voters, some of 
whom had resided here and in other 
cilies iif ihi iiroviiice alTected by this 
aiiiiin of the governmi'iil were excliiiled 
from lhor.^e lists. It was found imiiossible 
til <;et their names on. He himself liad 
had the greatcMt dillb'iilly in so doii.;;, 
.V frieiiil had lidegraphed lo him in Lon- 
don and he had sent out the necessary 
application. .Many people who had gone 
lo .\llin had been swept olt the roll in 
Vi(;ioria. Mr. Ilelmcken would support 
liim in that statement. In the circum- 
stances it -was a most unfair thing of the 
A;ovcrniuont to bring in a measure of this 
kind for which they were uot iu any way 
iu-i pared. The position of the goveru- 
nient at the present time did not warrant 
llieiii in bringing in such a bill; they bare- 
ly get anything through the house; they 
tremble nt every vote. 

(lovernraent members— Hear, hear. 

.Mr. Turner— -"U'ell it is the fac'l. 
When .vou go iu you do not know wlietlicr 
you will ever com;; out." They knew very 
well that this was meant to create Utile 
pocket boroughs. He need not name 
them; the government thought they knew 
of certain places in the province which 
they considered they could comfortably 
put in thoir jiockets. 

Mi!. KELL1I3, following Mr. Turner, 
said that tiio opposition leader seemed to 
think that a pockot-borough had been 
created for liim (Mr. Kellie), and that 
he was afraid to meet the people who 
had iu the past sent him to the legis- 
lature 

" I never said so," observed Mr. Tur- 
ner; " I made no reference to you what- 
ever." 

,Mr. KcUio had interpreted his re- 
marks as being addressed to him, and 
reminded the opposition that they had 
much tlio same sort of remarks to make 
in 1S9S, when they h.ul declared that 
he would not come back to the house. 
Yet ho had come back, and with a big 
majority. The wenknoBS of the opposi- 
tion leader's criticism was interpreted 
by tlie member for Revelstokerns show- 
ing that with every desirer to find! faults

Mr. Kellie replied t^iat it was a declar- 
ation so far as he himself was concerned. 
As soon as the bill was passed he in-

tive. It. had been said that he wanted 
to have Nakiisp cut off his district. 
That district had had so many slices cut 
from it that it could scan;ely be recog- 
nized. Vet it eonlinueil lo crow in 
wcalili and in popiilntiou. The great 
(lislricl of ■\^^'st Koolena.v was contrib- 
uting ime-tliird of the revenue of the 
Iiroviiice. while possessing one-third of 
the iioimlation, and it was nol asking too 
iliucii, llicrefnre. to 
luembers being 
portant section. 

.Ml:. .Mcl'JIir.I.iPS has iiei 
astoalsheil to hear .Mr, Kellie 
ilislributloii was one of the 
plalfoiia of the governineut 
iiad lliey not referred to this mailer mi liii- 
•llh January In the speech from the ilirone.' 
Now, forsooth, thin matter was of sneii 
Importance that the whole of the business 
of the country was to be laid aside, and 
ihls ineasiire forced through wlthoiit^any 
re-ard to tlie private blll.i or public Tillls. 
ami the bnsiuc'ss of the country at large. In 
all such exigencies as the lireseut it would 
lie foiiiiil niKler the llrillsb 11a;; that i)e- 
fiye sueli a motion was entertained by any 
parll.iiiient, the Kovernmeiii Iiail iiiade'soine 
stalenieat to the hoase tli.it they intended 
to apiieai to the people as soon as the liiii 
iniKlii [lass. If tlie rreialer woiihl rise in 
his seat and give the bouse a furniai as- 
surance tiiai the govi'rnineiit pnr|iosed to 
appeal lo the eonnlry at oin e, I hen. al- 
Ibou^'h this measure ml;;lit not be one in 
the host interesis of the couiilry, he, fur 
one, would lie prepared iifler due coiisiili>r- 
atlou to accord it some nioasure of sup- 
port. Personally, speaking williout regard 
to anything like sectlouulism, ho was pre- 
pared to say that he did not think that tlie 
Mainland was over-represented. At the 
Inst election he wished to point out that on 
the Island 8,214 votes wore cost, and on 
the Mainland 12,3.10. If that was worked 
out it would be found Unit tliero were iiSli 
voles cast for every ineiiiber on tlie Island 
as against ."lOii fm- each member on tlie 
.Mainland, .\ , the opening' ot the session 
apiiareiitly Ihe Kovernnieiit were of the 
opinion tiial but om- seal— tliat for tin? 
lioundary dlslrlcl— was rei|iiired for tlie saf- 
vatioii of the province. Was there any- 
tiling that had transiiired since llial dale 
to Justify the change of front on the part 
of the ;;overnmeiil'.' This bill had mil been 
a part of llie govermiieiil policy, ll had 
been shoved down their lliroais by .Mr. 
.Joseph Martin, wlio liad indluated to the 
goverimieiit the line of policy they would 
iiave to follow, and they had adopted the 
policy of their enemy politically.

McPhllllps said that - an n matter of 
fact he had uot much mire to say. if 
llie hoii. members on the other side of the 
house had only listened to his warning of 
last session th'iy could noH- liave gone 
beck 111 their constituents wilh llgiiter 
hearls, and tliey niiglit have Iind some 
chance of belli); ri'luriicd. He would al- 
ways Kivi' credit to any niiiii wiio was try- 
ing' lo exeridse the be.-H of Ills Jiidi;iiieii'l. 
but thill a|i|ieai-eil to be liie last lliliig 
tiiiit the governineut desired to do. Mailers 
in the house were beln^' dlsciisse,! in Ihe 
most cursory way. and wlthniit prnper 
data. Let the house have some iadeiieu- 
denee. The inlerests involved in Ihis bill 
were of i;real nia^iiitude. and It beliooved 
the liouse III -Ive tills matter ils best coUi 
sideriilloii. eould not support llieT*lff- 

lion, l)ul was heartily in accord wilh the 
aniendnienl. The bouse had not the data 
before It to intelligently consider tiie meas- 
u.se, ana he should therefore oppose I lie 
second reading of the bill. 

.Mr. Iligglns moved the adjournment of 
the debate, and the b inse adjourned at 
10:45 until 2 o'clock to day.

all of the City oV Victoria, aforosald; liere- 
Inatler culled "The Trustees," and their 
assi'^-.;:;, of the se,.ond part; 

Whereas, tiie Trustees are doKlrous of 
formhig a company Ihereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose ot aciiuiriiiK aud operating Ihe 
^'ictorla & Sidney Hallway and ol cxtcudlog 
tile sume Into the business part of the 
City of Victoria, and also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some convenient harbor north of Sidney; 
for the purpose of establishing and operat- 
ing a ferry system between Sidney or the 
termlauH of such exteiiaion on the Saanich 
I'cnlnsuia and some convenient point on 
the .Mniuland of British Columbia, Bouth of 
the Fraser river and north ot the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for the purpose 
of hulidlng, e<iuipplng and operating a 
line ot railway from luich point as afore- 
said on llie mainland tiirough the Munlcl- 
Iia lilies and Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Langley, .Matsipii, Sunias and Clilillwack, 
to the town of Clilillwack or Omtreviile, in 
the rrovlace ot lirllish Columbia; 

And whereas, for the purposes and for 
the bcnelit of tl:c Company the 'I'rustees 
have requested the Corporation tu (;rant 
them certain rights, franchises, powers 
and privileges and to subscribe for and be- 
come the holders of shares of the capital 
stock of the Company to an amouut not 
exceeding live hundred thousand dollars

Now therefore this agreement, la con- 
sideration of the premises ond of the cove- 
nants hereinafter contained on the part of 
each of the parties hereto to be douc and 
performed wltnessetb us follo)vs:

1, So soon as the mailers nieatloniMl iu 
llie llrst ami second paragraphs hereof are 
carried out and the Company has acquired 
capital sufllclent tor its purposes, tiie Com- 
pany shall forlhwitii iieouire either by pur- 
chase, lease or otherwise, the property and 
assets of the Victoria & Sidney ilailway 
Company, nud shall proceed to cnnstrucl 
a railway ot standard gauge from some con- 
venient point as aforesaid on the Mainland 
of Hrltlsh Columbia to the town of ChlUI- 
wack or CentrevIIIe by the route hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

5. The Corporation hereby gives ond 
grunts unto the said Company the right 
and power to pass over, across and along 
such streets and highways ot the Corpor- 
ation as the Company and the Corporation 
niiiy deem most suitable for such purposes, 
ivbig between tlie present termiuu.s ot the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway, on HilLslde 
Avenue, in the said City of Victoria, and 
some point at or near the harbor front In 
Uie said City.

lain ami operate such wharves, docks, slips, 
dieds, warcliouses and depots and, lay 
lowii such tracks and provide aud main- 
lain all sucdi other buildings nud terminal 
orks as shall be necessary for the accom- 
modation, transfer and transportation on 
and over the said railway ot the Company 
f all classes of traflic. both freight iind 
liasseuKcr. 

Tiio Company shall make traffic ar- 
raiiu'eiuents and enter into contracts with 
at least one of tne transcontinental rail- 
ways crossing the line ot the said railway 
for an exchange of trafflc and equipment, 
80 that all trafflc, both passenger and 
freight, may be carried over the railway 
of the company on the Mainland and the 
railway of the said transcontinental line 
without transferring trafflc. from the rail- 
way passenger conches or freight cars re- 
spectively ot the Company or ot the said 
transcontinental railway respectively. 

1. The Mayor for the time being of the 
City of Victoria shall, cx-offlclo, a 
director of the Company so loiig as the 
Corporation shall told any shares In the 
Conipiiny. 

2'J. From and after the first day of .Sep- 
tember, IPOl, the Company shall in the 
event ot the City of Victoria belnp: called 
upon to pay any interest npon the bonds 
of the Victoria' & Sidney Railway imdrr 
thf By-law In aid of the Victoria & Sidney 
Raliwuy Company finally adopted by the 
Mniilcipal Council on the 20th day of July, 
l.sn2. indemnify and save harmless the Cor- 
poration from any, and. ail such payments, 
thereafter to become due and payable un- 
der and by virtue of the said By-law, and 
of and from all claims or demands la re- 
spect thereof. 

IN WITNESS 'WHEREOP the pa:rtlfrS 
herets have hereunto set their bands and 
seals and the Corporation has caused Its 
Corporate Seal to be hereunto affixed the 
day and year first above written. 

And whereas, it Is -jxpcdlent and neces- 
sary lo raise a sum of money for the pur- 
pose ot subscribing as mentioned In the 
said Agreement, ihe sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars towards the capital ot 
the Company and for that purpose to raise 
the sum of five hundred thousand dollara;

Ill regard to the locution of the 
propoKcd nionunieut in nieinory of Vic- 
tOi-ia's luToic dead, some difTerence of 
opinion exists, though all agree' that the 
iiionuinent sliotikl be erected. It is 
tboiight by some that a suitable location 
for the memorial column would be on 
the lawn in front of the parliament 
buildings. 

Tho drum-head meujorial service 
whlcli will be held in the Drill kali ou 
Sunday afternoon, in accordance with 
orders issucil by Llout.-Coi. Gregory, in 
command of the Fifth Regiment, will 
attract an immense assemblose. The 
members of the J. B. A. A. will attend 
in a body, through special permission of 
the local military authorities, nnd the 
city will probably be officially represent- 
ed by the attendance of His AVorship 
Mayor Hay ward and the board of alder- 
men.

Tho Boors now oommonced a roar 
Kuard action, which dogonoratod rapidlv 
into flipht. Tho lone lino of nb.nndonod 
trenches, t-\vo miles lonp. wo:-e cnpliired 
■with loss to tho nssiiiiiiinp h/itii.do of 
fti^ef" men. Tho Boors then fled across 
tho Tugela river nt <ront speed in dis- 
order, hnt_ bravely covered their artiilorv. 
Tho British losses wore compnrntiv"'v 
small. chi«>fly In Gen. Hild.vard's brigade, 
which gallantly stormed the key of the 
position. 

" Tbe Boer flank has been completelv 
turned, Btrone defensive positions have 
boon captured, and valuable position's 
for future ndvnncf secured. The Boers 
havp boon put to flight for the first tiw 
in Natal since Blnndslaaete. British 
soldiers slept last night in Boer tents on 
tho top of tho captured hills, from whieh 
thoy can see right into Ladysmith. All 
ranks are encouraged, nnd now perhaps, 
with God's help, -we shall succeed."

GERMAN MEAT BILL. 

Dotaile of Latest Measure of Protection 
Against American Product. 

Berlin, Feb. 21- 
sion tiiiisbed tho 
meat iiispe<'tion 
nioasuro in its new 

by all the ineiubors of the commission. 
(.Jcnerally speaking tho aniondnient is 
([uito afi sevort^ in its apiilicalioii to 
American meats as -was the original 
form, hilt the bundosrath is allow-od a 
<.'erlain disci-ctioii which is coiisidore<l 
favorable. 

The main provisions touching Ameri- 
can interostf^ are the following: The iui- 
IiortalioM of canned, corned, and pickled 
moats as w-oll ais sausages is prohibited. 
The importation of hams and bacon is 
permitted. Fresh meats will only be al 
lowed when conceded bar.iiloss. 

These provisions are to remain in force 
until 1904, after which there \viil be 
greater restrictions. All foreign meats 
must pass .i few preescribcd frontier 
stations, where they will be subject to 
inspections. The penalties for violation 
of the law are more severe than ever be- 
fore. The agrarian press declares itself 
substantially satisfied with the amend- 
ments.

ASTRONOMER'S DEATH 

Smith Passes Away at Venerable 
Age— Points in Hia Career, 



I-ondon, Fob. 21.— Dr. Cbnrles Piazzi 
Smith for -iH years astronomer royal for 

Scotland, in dead. 

The late Dr. SmiUi was born at Naples 
m 1810. He was tho second of three 
sons of Admiral Smith, lie was oduafl- 
od ill Eiiglaiul ;ind began hi,4 astronomical 
(service at the royal observatorv, Capo of 
Good Hope, in IS,'!,"). Subsoquoatly he 
assisted ill the re-measurement of Lacnil 
les South African arc of tho meridian. 
In 18-ir) ho w-as apiiointed to succeed Mr. 
Thomas lleiulorson in tho royal obsorva- 
lory at Edinburgh as astronomer royal 
for ScotlaiKl, from w-hich position he re- 
tired on a pen.sioii in 1888.

SEEKING ^AJ PROTBOTOR. 

Chinaman Unfolds to University Gather- 
ing Scheme to Stand Off tho 
Grasping Europeans. 

I'hiladelpliia, Feb. 22— Wu .ling Fauk, 
the principal guest of honor attending 
tho dedication exercises of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania to-day, discussed 
the Eastern question in part as .follows; 
'"I'hough it i» nr.: i.iore than .125- years 
ago when Washington founded. . this 
young republic, she has through the logi- 
cal course of recent ^events acquired ter- 
ritory fur beyond:' this. -continent and 
b«come practically a neighbor o£ China. 
It> gives me, the greatest pleasure to say 
that. .-.the "relations between the two 
.countries arc most friendly and cordial, 
and i yenturo to express with confidence 
the hope that tbe fact of the United 
States acquiring tho Philippines will 
have tho effect of cementing ttem yet 
more closely. 

" One of the iirst requisites tow-ards 
maintaining proper relations with the 
Orientals is to understand their ideas, 
and to judge thorn not by your standard 
but by theirs. Tliis is as nuich appli- 
cable to comniorcial and social inter- 
course as to diplomatic and intorimtioiial 
affairs. Constant intercourse botwoen 
the East and tbe West of necessity _ re- 
quires a common iiiediiini of communica- 
ti(]ii. Tho story of Babel has a moral 
to It. It was tho confusion of tongues 
that scattered tho people of the earth to 
the four w-inds. Reverse the process 
and you will bring the nations of tho 
world togethor." Mr. Wu favored an 
iiiternatioiKil language to be used when 
peoiiles of dirroront tongues have deal- 
ings with each other. 

•• Tho question now arises." he con- 
tinued, "whether it is an appropriate 
time for this country to extend the 
Monroe doctrine to Asia. The Phillp- 
piuo islands are situated in the outskirts 
of .Vsia, and may be said to be at the 
very door of that continent. If it was 
necessary for President Monroe to de- 
clare any attempt to encroach upon any 
portions of the Americau continent, ox- 
lending over six thousand miles from 
Alaska to I'atagonia, us dangerous to 
your peace and safety, w-liat shall you 
say to this when you find that tho main- 
land of Asia is nearer to Manila than 
Porto Rico or Florida? I do not appre- 
hend any encroachment will take place, 
but the Monroe dcitrine being tho fixed 
policy of your go'vornment, the natural 
logic is that it should be applied to that 
part of tho world whore this comitry 
has possessions. This policy is by no 
means a scllish one, but is founded on 
justice nnd self-protection, and if iier- 
sistontly carried out it w-ili tend greatly 
to the pre.wrvutioii of peace wherever, it 
is enforced. 

" I am far from making light of tlie 
services of the army and navy of this 
country, whos(> bravery has reccuily ex- 
cited tho admiration of the world, and 
whoso deeds have won undying fame, 
but the dictum of Mencius, one of our 
ancient sages, is still true: 'A king can 
conquer the world by brute force, but 
he cannot keep it without justice and 
righteousness.' " 



PRESIDENT ON MEDIATION. 

Never Any Thought of Intruding Sug- 
gestion Not Welcome to 
Both Parties. 

Washington, Fob. 21.— In view of tbe 
persistent circulation of the rumor that 
hto government of tho United States had 
reached an agreement with tho German 
government through its representative 
hero, Baron Yon Hollenben, to intervoiie 
botwoen tho combatants in South Africa, 
the .\ssocinto(l Press has secured from 
the highest litithority n statement Of the 
present position of the government in 
this matter. This is to the effect that 
there has bpen absolutely no agreement 
renclied between Secretary Hay and 
Baron Von Hollenben on the subject, 
nor has there been any discussion of tho 
propriety of joint mediation between tlie 
British and the Boers, nor has the 
United States given, undertaken or con- 
teinplatod any interventioh on its own 
account. 

There hns boon no time, before nor 
since tho outbreak of tho present w-ar. 
that tho President would not with tho 
greatest roadincss have exercised bis 
good "tlk-es in favor of peace if that 
could have been accomplished without 
w-hat ho regarded as an unwarrantable 
breach of intornational law and the 
proprieties. His iiroxeiit position is said 
to 1)0 iirecisoly as stated in tlie following 
sonlonco. oxtraotod from his annual mes- 
sage to congress: 

" We liavo remained faithful to tho 
precept of avoiding entangling alliances 
as to affairs not of our direct concern. 
Had eirciinistances suggested that tho 
liarties of the f|uarre! would have w-el- 
coiued any kind of expression of tho 
hope of tho American people tliat war 
might have iioi-ii averted, general offices 
would have boon gladly tendered." 

It will bo noted that the keynote of 
the President's statement may be found 
in tho plural form he uses. The invita- 
tion to mediate mnst come from both 
parties; a single invitation is not a suffl- 
cicnt warrant for interference in his 
view. 



MACRUM'S FAIRY TALE. 

Neither Government Has Had Reoson 
to Believe That Consular Mail 

Has Been Tapped. 

Washington, Fob. 21.— Tho President's 
message to-day conveying a report of 
the secretary of state in answer to the 
Mncrum resolutions of the house, gave a 
categorical answer to the questions cm- 
bodieil in the resolution, nnd did not 
refer to the notion of tlie department in 
relation to the matter. It- has been 
since given out at the state department 
that inquiries set on foot immediately 
after the publication of Macrum's first 
statement developed the foct'-thrit the 
British governinenthnd.no' knowledge of 
any interference with the correspond- 
ence of the United States consulate at 
Pretoria, nnd the additional fact that if 
such interference bad taken place it was 
contrary to instructions.
